The Yangtze river, chief means of 
flight from the interior, has become 
the seene of a virtual state of war 
between the nationalist forces on either

A nationalist doctor then took him 
from the hands of the soldiers, but 
the respite was short, for the protes- 
son was seized again. 

This was the closest call of all, 
Dr. Price said, “one soldier said that, 
although I was an American, I was his 
enemy. He drew his gun._ I seized 
it and we struggled. With the help 
of two students, danger was averted.”

The Puzzling Problem of Tax Reduction 
and Simmering Down the Surplus.

The certainty ihat our present 
scheme of national taxation is piling 
up a tremendous and unprecedented 

surplus in the 
treasury at Wash- 
ington has renewea 
the discussions of 
what to do with it 
and how tg reduce 
such accumulations 
in the future. 

It has arouseo 
the two schools of 
lirevenue doctrin- 
aires. 

One of them 
holds that a na 
tional surplus is 
better than a na 
tional deficit: that 
the collections now 

being mede are paid by the people 
with but a small degree of privation; 
that our great war-gendered public 
debt is more burdensome with its in- 
terest demands than are our rates of 
direct taxation; and that any reduc- 
tion of the latter must not affect the 
high protection given by our tariff 
law to the industries and labor of the 
nation. 


That school, in spite of a recom- 
mendaticn by the president and ac 
quiesced in by the seeretary of the 
treasury put through the recent con- 
gress a resolution approving the ap- 
plication of any treasury surplus to 
the retirement of so much of the pub- 
lic debt. 

It was very cogently and correctly 
argued that the reduction of the debt 
is a benefit to the whole country by 
so much as interest charges are re- 
duced and the ultimate payment ot 
the principal is made easier. 

~ ~ > 


Wiping Out Current Taxes. 

The other school, made up mostly 
of democrats, contends for that pol- 
icy which was madé a_ bedrock of 
Jeffersonian and Jacksonian democ- 
racy. It was first formally phrased 
in the party's platform of 1840, in 
the declaration: 

“That it is the duty of every branch 
of the government to enforce and 
practice the most rigid ecohomy in 
conducting our public affairs, and 
that no more revenue ought to be 
raised than is required to defray the 
necessary expenses of the govern- 
ment.” 

Te this, after the conclusion of the 
war with Mexico, was added “and 
for the gradual but certain extinction 
of the debt created by the prosecu- 
tion of a just and necessary war.” 

It is now contended that the great 
treasury surpluses are the result of 
excessive taxes paid by the people 
and that those “unnecessary taxes 
shuuld be reduced to the margin. of 
the predetermined expenses of the gov- 
ernment. When those expenses are 
around three and a half billion dol- 
lars per annum, why should taxes be 
exacted to the sum of four billions? 
That constitutes the present issue be- 
tween the two major parties. 

The democratic leaders in congress 
insist that there should be such re- 
adjustments and reduction of rates as 
will reliege the people in the largest 


~number of all unnecessary taxes. and 


especially of those that are classified 
as irritating “nuisance taxes.” 
* * bad 


The Public Debt Problem. 

But, on ‘the other hand, the _ re- 
publican party and some influential 
democrats, calculating the huge pub- 
lic debt imposed upon the nation by 
our expenses in prosecuting our part 
in the world war, and the heavy in- 
terest charges upon it, insist that 
greater relief will come to the people 
by the speediest possible payment of 
the debt in order tg extinguish those 
annual interest charges. They say 
thet should be done during this epoch 
of national prosperity when the taxes 
are not actually burdensome to but 
very few individuals. They also ar- 
gue that the so-called “nuisance tax- 


es” are levied on unnecessary luxu- 
ries and paid by the people who are 
not burdened to do so. 

And right on that issue the demo- 
crats run against a snag of their own 
creation, for after the conclusion of 
the war between the states here at 


home, and when conditions similar 
to those of the present existed, the 
platform of the national democracy 
in 1868 declared: 

“Payment of the public debt of the 
United States as rapidly as practica- 
ble: all monies drawn from the peo- 
ple by taxation, except so much as is 
requisite for the necessities of the 
government, economically adminis- 
tered, Leing honestly applied to such 
payment.” — 

That, it may be remarked, is the 
exact position taken by Secretary 
Mellon and which he contends will 
bring the best and earliest relief to 


ihe people. ee Se 


The Puzzle of the Surplus. 
Against the Mellen application _ of 
the democratie doctrine of 1868 the 
democratic leaders of 1927 argue that 
in 1868 there was no such enormous 


overplus of revenues from domestic 
taxation as now confronts us. Thev 


duced by unnecessary taxes and the 
democratic policy has always been to 
cut away such taxes. They point to 
the declaration in the national demo- 
cratic platform of 1888, when there: 
was a large surplus accumulated in 
the treasury by the existing revenue 
act, which declaration was as follows: | 

“Every democratic rule of’ govern- 
mental action -is violated when. 
through unnecessary taxation, a vast 
sum of money, far beyond the needs 
of an economical administration, is 
drawn from the people and the chan- 
nels of trade and accumulated as a 
demoralizing surplus in the national! 
treasury. ‘The money now lying idle 
in the general treasury. resulting from 
superfluous taxation, amounts to more 
than 3125,000,000, and the surplus 
collected is reaching the sum of: more 
than $60,000,000 annually. * * The 
democratic policy is to enforce fru- 
pats in public expense and to abol- 
ish

Remarkable Benefit Accrues From 
Collapse of Florida Speculative Era 


Jacksonville, Fla., March 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Although sales of Florida real 
estate are not breaking any records at 
this time, the state is certaialy com- 
ing back with a rush in the perfor- 
fance of its natural function of sup- 
plying the breakfast and dinner ta- 
bles of a great part of America with 
citrus fruits and early vegetables. 

According to official figures of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, shipmeats of perishables from 
Florida from October 1, 1926, to 
March 19, 1927, have amounted to 44,- 
476 carloads, this being 11,336 cars. 
or more than 35 per cent, in excess 
of the shipments for the same period 
of the previous season, when only 
33,440 cars were shipped. 

Of the 14 products listed, ship- 
menis of each show substantial in- 
creases. Naturally, oranzes come first 
with 18.586 cars this season, as com- 
pared with 15,276 last season. Grape- 
fruit is next with 11,818 as compared 
with 10,718, the disparity not being 
so great since Florida has a practical 
monopoly of grapefruit production. 

Among the vegetables, celery takes 
the lead with 4,238 cars as compared 


with 2,217; tomatoes with 1,579 cars 
as compared with 181; mixed citrus 
with 3,440 cars as against 2,449; let- 
ture with 862 cars as against 507; 
cabbage with 853 cars as against 676: 
mixed vegetables with 672 again 275; 
string beans with 853 against 389; 
strawverries 536 agaiast 189 follow 
with the other lines showing similar 
increases. 

While crop growing and market con-

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Waterworks Should Not  |' 
Be Used as Taxing Power 


Editor Constitution: You recently 
published data submitted comparing 
the water rates charged by 30 leading 
cities, with those in Atlanta, show- 
ing agir rates to be most excessive as 
compared with other cities. 

Additional data on the subject has 
now been secured giving a more com- 
prehensive survey, comprising 214 
American cities supplied by munici- 
pally-owned plants. These tables of 
statistics were compiled by the Amer- 
ican Water Works association, W. 
N, Niesley, secretary. 170 Broadway. 
New York city, and are considered 
authoritative. 

The water rates charged by these 
214 cities representing all sections of 
the country, including practically all 
cities of any size, including Atlanta. 

The average rate charged is shown 
for each group according to the mini- 
mum amount of water used. 

The first group is composed of the 
domestic consumer and small stores, 
and the average charge for 7,500 gal- 
Jons at 26 cents per 1,000 gallons is 
$1.95. The Atlanta charge for 1.000 
cu. ft... which is the equivalent of 7,- 
500 gallons, is $2.10. An increase of 


15 cents. 

The second group includes apart- 
ment houses, stores and small indus- 
tries using 75.000 gallons water in: 
one month. ‘The average charge of 
the 214 cities for this amount of | 
water is $12.03. In Atlanta the charge 
for same amount of water is $25 60, 
an increase of $12.67, or nearly 100! 
per cent. 

The third group includes office | 
buildings. larger stores and factories 
using 1,000,000 gallons per month. 
The average charge of the 214 cities 
for this amount of water is $115.54. 
In Atlanta the charge for the same | 
amount of water is $190.43, an rw, 
crease of $76.89, or nearly 70 per 
cent. 

The fourth 
dries, large hete!ls, 
factories, and all 
operating under own steam power, 
using 2,000,000 gallons per month. 
The average charge of the 214 cities 
for this amount of water is $242.17. 
In Atlanta the charge for the same 
amount of water is $363.76, an in- 
crease of $121.59 or 50 per cent. 

This comparison of charges show 
that the wholesale user of water in 
Atlanta, whose business compels the 
use of large quantities, is unjustly 
penalized and discriminated against, 
in the unequal distribution of this 
water tax, amounting to class discrim- 
ination, which is fundamentally wrong 
and unjust. 

The loca] industry already estab- 
lished here. can only protest at this 
unjust treatment. Our citizens may 
have to submit unless legal relief may 
be secured. : 

To a new comer contemplating the 
location of a new industry in Atlahbta, 
this additional tax amounting to many 
thousand dollars a year, must prove 
a severe hindrance to locating here. 

Statements are published calling at- 
tention to Atlanta’s low tax rate and 
every suggestion of an increase from 
$1.50 to $1.75 per $1,000 meets with 
instant protest, and yet the public is 
submitting this year to an increased 
water tax, which if cost of production 
is considered, amounts to a million 
dollars in increased taxes. 

The present policy of using the 
water works, which was paid for ayé 
belongs to the public, as a taxing 
power, is fundamentally wrong, and 
utterly unfair in the discrimination | 
against the large user of water iD | 
industry. 

The illegal right of such tax power | 
should be removed by a charter! 
amendment that would limit the nse 
of water receipts to the lecitimate 
needs of the water department, and 
not used to pay deficiencies in other 
departments. 

Water should be supplied to the 
citizens of a municipality at the low- 
est cost of production, otherwise! 
there is vo good argument for munici-| 
pal ownership of this most prominent 


public utility.

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Says Prohibitive 
Tariff on Jute 
Would Solve Problem 


Editor Constitution: Read with 
much interest, and may say amuse- 
ment, your editorial in last Saturday's 
issue, entitled, “Commendable Work.” 
Amusing in suggesting cotton bags 
could be substituted in lieu of paper 
for cement, that it would increase 
consumption of cotton 100,000 bales a 
year. 

Why don't the cotton planters de- 
mand cotton bagging in place of jute? 
This would find a ready outlet for 
3,000,000 to 4,000,000 bales of low 
grades and stains, and if made of 
reasonably fine mesh, there’s no ques- 
tion that the manufacturers of the 
world would be willing to pay the top 
of the market, as the bagging would 
be valuable compared with jute, which 
is worthless when they have unpacked 
the bales. With such a policy at work 
it should be only a short time, before 
cotton will be taking the place of 
jute in every form for bags and sacks. 
Especially if congress puts a prohibi- 
tive tariff on jute. 


Another thing, should be 


a law 


passed in the southern states to stop)J 


cotton buyers from slashing holes in 
bagging for samples. Let them draw 


their samples from the open uncovered 
sides of the bales. Then the bagging 
will be worth something to the manu- 
after they had unpacked 
the cotton. 

It’s a mystery to us why the plant- 
ers have not taken this step long years 
ago in their own interest, as it will 
send the bales to the mills of the 
world in neat condition, and lessen 
insurance. J.et it be done. And, be- 
fore we know it we'll see large mills 
under construction in the south manu- 
facturing this grade of cotton bag- 
ging. Back up this suggestion with 
a strong editorial, and get the cotton 
planters at work, thinking along these 
lines. It would find a market for low 
grade cotton at fancy prices. Yes, 
there’s No doubt equal to middlings. 
Then there should be a market for 
20.000.000 bales of southern raised cot- 
ton. We would never again hear, the 
crv—over-production. 

The southern states could control 
the cotton markets of the world. And 
every bale raised should command 
25 to 30 cents a pound, All that’s 
needed is for the planters to say, 
“Take it, or leave it at this price.” 
You'll find the mills tumbling over 
each other to pay it.

Recommendations of the safety 
council which will be mailed to every 
member of general council, follow: 

Fifeeen miles an hour when ap- 
proaching within 50 feet of a grade- 
crossing of any steam, electric or 
street railway when the driver's view 
is obstructed, 

Fifteen miles an hour when passing 
a school during school recess or while 
children are going to or leaving school 
during opening or closing hours. 

Fifteen miles an hour when ap- 
proaching within 50 feet and in traver- 
sing an intersection of highways when 
the driver's vie is obstructed. 

Fifteen miles an hour in traversing 
or going around curves or traversing 
a grade upon a highway when the 
driver’s view is. obstructed within a 
distance of 100 feet along such high- 
way in the direction in which he is 
proceeding. 

Twenty miles an hour on any high- 
way in a business district, when ‘.af- 
fic on such highway is controlled at 
intersections by traffie officers or 
stop-and-go signals. 

_Fifteen miles an hour on all other 
highways in a_ business district.

Of ‘Dope’ Addicts 


Advice on the treatment of narcotic 
addicts was given Monday by Fe- 
eral Judge Samuel H. Sibley to Dr. 
R. L. MeClure in district court follow- 
ing Dr. McCInre’s acquittal by a jury 
on charges of violating the Harrison 
narcotic act by selling morphine to an 
addict. 

Twelve jurors. after spending consid- 
erable time deliberating on the evi- 
dence, filed back into the jury. box, and 
the foreman read the verdict: “Not 
guilty.” 

Judge Sibley caJled Dr. McClure to 
the bench. 

“You have been acquitted by this 
jury,” Judge Sibley told Dr. McClure, 
“But 1 doubt seriously if a jury of 
doctors would acquit you after hearing 
the evidence, because you claim that 
you were treating a morphine addict 
for addiction by giving bim unlimited 
quantities of dope. 

“You cannot treat an addict that 
way. The dose must be reduced, and | 
not given in unlimited quantities. You 
might have been ignorant en this sub- 
ject and thus given the addict such a- 
large amount of morphine, but you 
had better not do it again.” 

According to testimony in court and 
the admission of Dr. MeClure, he fur- 
nished an addict with a full bottle of 
morphine, containing 60 grains, on 
three occasions, the physician claiming 
that he was treating the man in an 
effort to cure him. 

Judge Sibley said that his statement 
to Dr. McClure was not intended as a 
criticism of the jury’s action, but mere- 
ly a warning to Dr. McClure that he 
must in the future exercise greater ' 
care in his method of curing addicts.

The commission itself must pass upon 
the recon:mendation before a decision 
is announced. 

Presented by T. F. Sullivan, the ex- 
aminer, the report criticized the ac- 
tion of Chesapeake & Ohio officials 
which resulted in the purchase. The 
railroad undertook to acquire’ the 
Greenbriar from Andrew B. Crichton, 
who delivered all of the smaller line’s 
stock at 2 price of $141.91 per share, 
through the Union Trust Company oft 
Cleveland, Chichton at the same time 
purchased a minority of the Greenbri- 
ar stock for $125 per share, and the 
report said that the minority holders 
in the Greenbriar had been refused in- 
formation about negotiations for the 
sale. 

While the Union Trust Company 
of Cleveland bought the stock, O. P.
